Declaring in an addrfess prepared 
for delivery at the ceremonies “Ire 
here within this country can keep 
alive and unimpaired the right of 
hum an liberty bestowed upon us in 
the Constitution." Welles called for 
an endeavor, "before it is too late.

and hum anity upon which the con­ 
tinuation of modern civilization de­ 
pends ' 
"Subversive propaganda both from 
the right and the left Is afflicting 
all nations, including our own." he 
said. 
“Today, we confront a sadly trou­ 
bled and tragic world 
Internation­ 
al law is being increasingly violated; 
the sanctity of international obliga­ 
tions is being increasingly disre­ 
garded. 
Cruelty to hum an beings 
which would have been incredible 
even a decade ago. is accepted in 
some parts of the earth as a m at­ 
ter of course.” 
Tile civil rights guaranteed by the 
Constitution. Welles said, “form the

American people, today possess,” 
“To preserve them inviolate is our 
high responsibility, and the oppor­ 
tunity which we are afforded to 
dem onstrate to a shaken world that 
democracy it still its hope."

tive director of th e authority, dis­ 
closed all d epartm ents in the sta te 
governm ent have been asked to sub­ 
m it estim ates on additional space 
and equipm ent requirem ents to fu r­ 
th e r expand facilities ot state edu­ 
cational, penal, m ental an d adm inis­ 
trativ e institutions. 
The new construction program , if 
approved 
by th e au th o rity 
board 
a n d cabinet m em bers of the E arle 
adm inistration, would be financed 
through 45 per cent g ra n ts from th e 
$125,000,000 to $150,000,000 the P.W.A. 
expects to m ake available in P en n ­ 
sylvania th ro u g h the federal ap p ro ­ 
priations act. 
P aram ount am ong passible recom ­ 
m endations of the au th o rity for new 
s ta te buildings, it was said, would be 
an office stru ctu re in H arrisburg, to 
bring together under one roof de­ 


p artm en ts now scattered in more 
th an 50 privately-ow ned buildings 
in th e capital, for w hich the Com ­ 
m onw ealth pays an an n u al rental in
